Damage to Newspaper Estab- 
lishment of Secretary Daniels 
Estimated at $75,000. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 24.—Fire to- 
night completely gutted the building 
of The News and Observer, causing 
damages estimated at $75,000, with 
$40,000 insurance. The flames purst 
out at 6 o'clock and, owing to low 
water pressure, ascended from the 
basement to the roof without being 
checked. Numerous partitions in the 
building aided the fire and retarded 
the work of the firemen.

THORNTON IS WANTED 
N NUMEROUS CITES 


Man Who Tried to Swindle 
Schley Howard Operated 
Extensively. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 24.—(Special.)— 
Police headquarters today heard from 
many parts of the country of new vic- 
tims of forgeries and frauds committed 
by Henry M. Thornton, a man of many 
aliases, who was yesterday appre- 
hended in the office of Representative 
William’ Schley Howard, while trying 
to pass two worthless checks aggre- 
gating $900. Among Thornton's effects 
were found many blanks purporting to 
be cashiers’ checks of the Lowry Na- 
tional] bank, and forged letters of in- 
troduction which showed he intended 
to operate next in Norfolk, Va. 

It developed today that Senator 
Ashurst, of Arizona, came perilously 
near being a victim of this clever 
swindler. Last August a stranger, sup- 
posed to be H. G. Royston, attempted 
to secure his itndorsement of a check 
for $390 which bore the alleged signa- 
ture of a prominent democratic offi- 
clal of Arizona. Senator Ashurst told 
his secretary to go to the bank with 
“Mr. Royston,” but the secretary be- 
came suspicious and telegraphed to the 
Los Angeles bank, and was informed 
that the check was a forgery. 

Representative Howard had a talk 
with Thornton at the police station to- 
day, but could not learn the names of 
his confederates. The latter stoutly 
refused to involve anyone else, saying 
he proposed to take hi= medicine. He 
made an earnest request that he be 
sent to the Atlanta penitentiary, say- 
ing he did not want to go to Fort 
Leavenworth. 

Did you know Hollins N Randolph, 
whose name you signed to your letter 
of introduction?’ asked Mr. Howard. 

“YT did not,” he replied. “When he 
walked in the door of your office and 
you called his name I knew it was all 
up with me.” 

It is probable he would have been a 
free man today, and with $900 secured 
from Representative Howard on two 
bad checks, but for the unexpected en- 
trance of Mr. Randolph. The latter 
walked into Mr. Howard's office on 
Wednesday and accidentally picked up 
the letter alleged to have been written 
by himself.. 

Thornton refused to tell where he 
had the extensive printing done that 
he used in his swindling game, or tell 
his connection with H. S. Wyndham, 
of 1005 Tribune building, New York 
aity. : 

The charges against Thornton are 
for forgery, using the mails to defraud. 
Under the federal statutes, uttering 
and publishing a forgery is an indict- 
able offense, even though no one is 
actually defrauded. Both crimes are 
charged against Thornton. He seems 
anxious also to shield a woman in New 
York, in which city he has been living 
recently. Among his effects were two 
photographs of a handsome woman, 
and two letters which he evidently in- 
tended to mail. In both he asks the 
woman to marry him, promising her 
$300 a month pin money out of his 
“Income of $1,000 a month.” The let- 
ters are signed “H. S. W.” 

After working in several southern 
cities, Thornton said last night he en- 
listed as a volunteer and served in 
Cuba in the Spanish war. Afterwards 
he went to South Africa with a cargo 
of mules from New Orleans, and joined 
the British forces, fighting in several 
of the principal battles of the Boer 
war. He has been around the world, 
he said. 

“When they arraign me,’ Thornton 
said, “I am not going to engage coun- 
sel. I will simply plead guilty, and 
take my punishment. It is probable 
that I never will be free again. My 
health is very bad, and I am not strong 
enough to stand prison life. I know; I 
had four years of it.” 

But then he became more hopeful, 
ahd remarked that if by some happy 
chance he should survive he would 
make a good deal of money by writing 
stories gathered in prison. He said it 
was a field that never had been ex- 
ploited, and that he felt able to do it 
ve hiciton is 37 years old. He is 
short and slender, wears good clothes, 
speaks with a faint southern accent, 
as an intelligent though weak face, 
with mild blue eyes and a closely-

Case Hard Fought. 


Throughout the day’s testimony the 
state fought hard to establish the the- 
ory that Mrs. Appelbaum killed the 
man, and in an effort to show cause 
for this, Solicitor Hugh Dorsey suc- 
ceeded in getting into evidence letters 
from other women to Appelbaum in 
Which he was told of undying love, 
and the fact that Mrs. Appelbaum had 
employed Attorney J. L. Jones, of 
Charlotte, to investigate the man’s re- 
lations with women. The point was 
also attempted that there was $6,500 
worth of insuranc on the man’s life 
made out to Mrs. Appelbaum. The 
latter, however, was not proved, and 
J, P, Lindsay, Appelbaum’'s business 
partner in Charlotte, swore that only 
a small policy had been taken out and 
that it lapsed because Mrs. Appelbaum 
refused to furnish the premiums.

Berlin, April 24.—There are many 
indications here today that the Ger- 
man government and public regard the 
European’ situation as critical.

THE JAPANESE. 


Gov. Johnson Says Not the 
Dignity of Japan, But the 
Dignity of California, Is at 
Stake. 


LINE HAS BEEN DRAWN 
BY THE UNITED STATES 


Gov. Johnson Asserts That if 
Japan Is Affronted, Nation 
Is to Blame—Bryan Goes 
to Try to Settle Matter. 


) 


Sacramento, Cal, April 24.—Not the 
dignity of Japan, but the dignity of 
California its at stake in the contro- 
versy over the anti-alien land law, ac- 
cording to Governor Johnson, and if 
the plans of the democratic party here 
give offense to the government at 
Tokio the California executive absolves 
the state from blame on the ground 
that Federal statutes have drawn the 
line which the state now seeks to es- 
tablish. 

In a statement 


issued today Gov. 
Johnson defined the position of the 
legislative majority in the matter, 
trusting that Secretary of State Bryan, 
who is enroute from Washington ¢t9 
Sacramento to present the views of the 
Federal administration, might learn 
thereby the attitude of California to- 
wards a law denying land ownership 
in the state to aliens barred from citi- 
zenship in the nation. That this re- 
striction applies to the subjects of 
Japan or any other nation is not the 
fault of California, according to the 
views of the governor. 

Such a law is being drafted tonight 
by Senator Thompson. It will be 
known as the alien land act, and will 
apply solely to members of foreign 
races described tn Federal laws and 
judicial decisions as ineligible to cit- 
itzenship in the United States. 

When Secretary Bryan arrives hea 
will be confronted with the new draft 
of the bill and the question of whether 
it is discriminatory. 

Statement by Gov. Johnson, 

Governor Johnson’s view on this 
point is ts set forth in his statement 
as follows: 

“The nation has solemnly decided 
that certain races, among them the 
Japanese, are not eligible to citizen- 
ship. The line has been drawn, net 
by California, but by the United States. 
Discrimination, if it ever occurred, 
came and went when the nation de- 
clared who were and who were not 
eligible to citizenship. If California 
follows the line marked out by the 
Federal government, the United States 
and not California should be accused 
of discrimination.” 

If the justice of this view is con- 
ceded by Secretary Bryan in the cor- 
ference he will hold with the governor 
and members of the legislature, there 
is little doubt that the Thompson: bil) 
will pass, unless Secretary Bryan states 
reasons of great urgency and can con- 
vince the leaders here that such action 
by the California legislature would 
precipitate a grave crisis. 

Democrats in both houses have con- 
ceived the idea of calling a conferénce 
of governors of Oregon, Washington, 
Nevada and Arizona to meet with Sec- 
retary Bryan and Governor Johnson 
next week with a view of bringing 
about concerted action on the alien 
land question. 

Resolutions will be introduced in both 
houses tomorrow directing that invi-. 
tations be telegraphed to the execu. 
tives of these states. 

There is little sympathy for the plan 
among the majority who, having as- 
serted their right as a state to act, 
now declare that such a conference 
would only serve to cloud the Issue.

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Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol

Washington, April 24.—According to Cal- 
ifornians in Washington the Pacific coast 
state of snow and flowers has a race prob- 
lem exclusively its own, far more acute 
than the race problem of the south. They 
face a situation, or at least they believe so, 
of serious import in which is involved the 
Supremacy of native Americans, not only 
in the political destiny 
of the state, but also in 
the vested rights. It is 
a situation upon which 
they have at last de- 
cided to take decided 
and drastic action even 
at the risk of involving 
the national govern- 
ment in international 
complications. 

There are 75,000 
Japanese [n California. 
Still this seems _ in- 
significant in compari- 
son to a population of 
nearly two and one- 
half millions of people. 
In addition to this, ac- 
cording to the state- 
ment of Californians in 
Washington, the Japanase are not 
increasing in numbers, and have not 
been for the past four or five years, on 
the contrary there is a slight decrease in 
the Japanese population which would be 
even more marked but for births. In other 
words in the last few years many Japs are 
returning to their native land, and in num- 
bers exceeding the birth rate. But the 
danger which threatens California is the 
rapidity with which the Japanese are buy- 
ing up the land. The thrifty little Orientals 
now own over 100,000 acres of land in Cali- 
fornia, and their possessions are growing 
daily.

Their Own Problem. 

Despite the fact that Californians were 
among the most ardent supporters of the 
rights of the negro in the southern states, 
both political and vested, and in vociferous 
terms demanded that there should be 
“equality before the law,” they have now 
thrust upon them a situation by a race which 
can lay claim to superiority, at least in 
achievements as a nation and as individuals, 
to the negro race, and they have gone the 
south one better in “discrimination.” They 
not only deprive the Japanese of the right to 
vote, but they now seek to deprive them of 
the right to own land. In legislating to 
bring about such results they are also rely- 
ing upon “state rights’ in defense of their 
action, though the form of their legisla- 
tion may bring into question certain treaty 
agreements between the United States and 
Japan. 

Representatives in congress from Call- 
fornia declare that Americans and Japanese 
are not assimilable. The Americans look 
upon the Japs as an inferior race and there 
are no closer social relations between the 
Americans in California and the Japanese 
than there are between the white people of 
the south and the negroes, which is just 
exactly none at all. This condition genders 
a cordial race hatred, more intense perhaps 
because of the fast that the Japanese have 
a race and a national pride and believe them- 
selves the equals of their American neigh- 
bors; consequently they deeply resent their 
claims to superiority. There are very few 
cases of mixed marriages in California, and 
where they have occurred the white man or 
woman who marries a Jap is ostracized by 
her or his former friends. 

Determined to Act Now. 

It is quite certain that the 
legislature is determined to act upon the 
question now. The government at Wash- 
ington is not disposed to interfere in such 
action, but it does seek to temper it down 
to a point of reason so that it will give no 
excuse to the Japanese government to raise 
the issue that the treaty has beén violated 
by one of the states of the union. The 
president himseif is anxious that California 
passes no law that will discriminate as be- 
tween aliens. 

The truth of the matter is, 
fornia legislature is entirely helpless in the 
situation. Their failure to act would ac- 
complish little. In the present case, the 
legislature is simply responding to 
public demands, as all legislatures 
must do where “a State issue be- 
comes so acute as this has in California. If 
the legislature, believing that any action that 
they might take which would be effective 
would be in violation of the treaty between 
the United States and Japan, and that such 
violation through them might create strain- 
ed diplomatic relations between the two 
governments which might later lead to war, 
should decline to shoulder such a responsi- 
bility, the people of California are in the 
frame of mind to resort to the initiative and 
themselves initiate the law and force it upon 
the legislature by an overwhelming vote. 
This, it is pointed out by leaders from that 
state, is just exactly what would happen. 

Such a law might be far more drastic and 
in more open violation of treaty agree- 
ments than any law proposed in the legisla- 
ture. The safest plan then, all agree, is 
for the legislature to pass some law that 
will, if possible, Satisfy the demands of the 
people and at the same time give Japan no 
grounds for complaint so far as the treaty 
is concerned. 

In the meantime the greatest danger in 
the whole situation is that the jingoes in 
Japan who demand war may develop into a 
majority and get control of the government. 
In which event the situation would become 
of the gravest character. 

All the good offices of the government 
will be used to steer California in her course, 
and conservative men believe that there is 
no need for alarm, or reason to apprehend 
any difficulties which cannot be adjusted 
through diplomatic intercourse.

WHO WAS 
ECHETLOS? 


Had it not been for Robert Browning’s 
fine descriptive poem of “Echetlos,” the 
world generally would have overlooked the 
Athenian hero, Echetlos. In fact, there is 
so little known regarding him that it almost 
seems like a myth, for no history tells from 
whence he came, whither he went, nor what 
was his name, 

Echetlos was one of the many heroes of 
the battle of Marathon. About all that it is 
possible to learn of him is from Pausanias, 
who relates his adventures in the: first book 
of the thirty-third chapter of his “Descrip- 
tion of Greece.” 

In speaking of: the battle of Marathon, 
Pausanias says: “And the people of Mara- 
thon highly honor those who fell in the bat- 
tle, calling them heroes, as also they pay 
honors to Marathon and Hercules, whoin they 
say they, first of all the Greeks, worshiped 
as a god. 

“And it chanced, as they say, in the bat- 
tle that a man of rustic appearance and dress 
appeared and slew many of the Persians 
with a ploughshare, and vanished after the 
ficht; and when the Athenians made in- 
quiry of the oracle, the god gave no other 
answer, but bade them honor the god 
Echetlos. And a trophy of white stone was 
erected there.” 

The meaning of “Echetlos” is “wielder of 
the ploughshare.” When the ancient Ath- 
enians desired to know anything which was 


mysterious or unexplainable to them, they 
consulted their oracle. Oracles were set up 
In all parts of their kingdom. They seem 
to have been especially satisfying to the 
people of Greece, for if they had no direct 
answer to give, they spoke indtrectly, and 
as the people had great faith in them, they 
accepted these expressions with much satis- 
faction. 

The oracles had no more knowledge of 
who “Echetlos” was than did the soldiers 
who were amazed at seeing him among their 
ranks. And it was but natural for them to 
enjoin the people to pay honor to the pro- 
fession in the absence of any knowledge of 
who the representative was. 

Echetlos came practically from anywhere 
so far as history is concerned, but he fought 
valiantly and successfully. He probably 
came from the fields like “Is” Putnam, of 
American history. When he found his coun- 
try was in danger he put aside the plow, not 
as Putnam did to take up his rifle, but in- 
stead he unloosed the ploughshare and with 
that crude instrument went into battle. 
Pausanias tells us how effective he was. 
“slaying the enemy from right to left.” 
When the battle was over he did not remain 
to help share the fruits of the victory, but 
oe returned again to his quiet occupa- 
tion. 

It is such patriots as Echetlos that are 
most to be admired, and thanks to Browning 
his name will ever be kept most sacred in 
memory. Nor was he alone the distinct hero 
of this battle. We are all more or less fa- 
miliar with the story of Pheidippides, the 
youth who ran twenty-four miles from the 
battlefield of Marathon to Athens to acquaint 
the people with the victory over the Per- 
Sians, and fell dead on the street after re- 
lating his story. It was this heroie effort 
that has given the name “Marathon Races” 
to those exhibitions of endurance in this and 
other countries. 

The battle of Marathon occurred on Au- 
gust 12, 490 years before Christ. The Per- 
sians numbered some 100,000 men, with the 
Athenians only one-tenth their number 
under Miltiades, The Athenians lost 192 men 
and the Persians 6,400. The tumulus or 
mound raised over the Athenians who fell 
in the battle Is still to be seen. 

It is the hero who does things without 
compensation or any idea of glory that wins 
our greatest admiration. For that reason 
it seems a pity that the name of the warrior 
with the ploughshare should never have be- 
come Known that lovers of true loyalty and 
patriotism might do him honor. He rests in 
an unknown grave, but the everlasting story 
of his deed, as so beautifully told by Brown- 
ing, will live for all time.

BRYAN'S PEAGE PLANS 
TOLD 10 DIPLOMATS 


Washingitpn, April 24,—Secretary 
Bryan today laid before the diplo- 
matic corps his plans for an interna- 
tional agreement for peace. Almost 
every ambassador and minister in 
Washington was at the secretary's of- 
fice at noon In response to his invita- 
tion, and heard his explanation of the 
Plan which soon will be the basis of 
treaty negotiations. 

Mr. Bryan later said the outline he 
presented tothe diplomats did not go 
into details, because details are a mate 
ter of agreement between the con- 
tracting nations, and might be differ~ 
ent in different cases. 

"The statement presented to the 
diplomatic representatives,” said Seo- 
retary Bryan, “is only intended to set 
forth the main proposition, namely, 
that the president desires to enter into 
an agreement with each nation for 
the investigation of al] questions of 
every nature whatever. 

“This agreement is intended to sup- 
plant the arbitration treaties now in 
existence and those that may be made 
hereafter. Arbitration treaties already 
except some questions from arbitra- 
tion. The agreement proposed by the 
president is intended to close the gap 
and leave no dispute that can become 
a cause for war without investigation, 

‘The time within which the report 
is to be made is left to be agreed upon, 
and it may be thatthe time will differ 
in different cases, but any time, how- 
ever short, furnishes an opportunity 
for investigation and deliberation, and 
it is hoped that the period provided 
for investigation and deliberation will 
be sufficient to secure a settlement 
without resort to war. 

“Each party is fo reserve the right 
to act independently after a report is 
submitted but it is not likely that a 
nation will declare war after it has 
had an opportunity to confer during 
the investigation with the opposing 
nation, 

“But whether the proposed agree- 
ment accomplishes as much as is hoped “ 
it will, it is at least a step in the di- 
rection of universal peace, and I am 
pleased to be the agent through whom 
the president presents this proposi- 
tion to the powers represented here.” 

President Wilson made known his 
views on the peace plan at an informal 
conference with newspaper men at 
the White House. 

The president talked of the subject 
in a general way, indicating that the 
details would be worked out by nego- 
tiation. The general proposal he has 
in mind is that the contracting nations 
should never go to war over any dis- 
pute before there had been an in- 
vestigation,.of facts Involved. The 
plan would be not to.bind the nations 
to abide by any decision of the inves- 
tigators, but merely to effect a sus- 
pension of judgment until impartial 
persons have looked into the circum- 
stances at issue. 

As originally submitted to the senate 
foreign relations committee, the draft 
of the plan contained a sentence bear- 
ing upon the suspension of warlike 
preparations during the period of in- 
vestigation, but this was stricken from 
the copy distributed formally to mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps today. 
The president's explanation of the 
omission was that it was deemed ad- 
visable to eliminate details at this 
point and questions to be determined 
by negotiations by each particular 
nation. 

The president considers that the plan 
of limiting armaments ts feasible only 
if every nation enters into a general 
arrangement.

shot was fired. Solicitor Dorsey ob- 
jected strenuously to seyeral of the 
statements made by Mr: Branch on 
the ground that they were merely 
arguments to the jury, 

Powder Stains on Garments. 

Through Ed F. Bond, undertaker 
and temporary administrator of the 
dead man’s estate, the defense brought 
out testimony to the effect that there 
were powder stains on Appelbaum’s 
garments. Sam RR. Greenberg, the 
other partner in the firm of under- 
takers, corroborated this .statement 
and declared that in his opinion the 
wounds could have been gelf-inflicted. 

Working on the theory of suicide, 
the defense also introduced Dr. W. 
B. Lingo as an expert on wounds, 
who declared that the wounds could 
have been made from a pistol in the 
hands of Appelbaum. Dr. J. T. Floyd 
also backed up this statement. 

After showing that Appelbaum 
could use his left hand, the defense 
then brought out the testimony of G. 
Cohen, a young traveling salesman, 
whose room adjoined the Appelbaums’ 
on the morning of the killing. He 
swore that he heard a shot at about 
To’clock and thatherushed toa tele- 
phone and called the night - clerk, 
after he had first dodged under the 
bedclothes in a momentary fright. He 
was at the phone, he said, when he 
heard footsteps running down the 
hall. At this time a second shot rang 
out and at almost identically the 
same time he heard a muffled report, 
which he stated he believes was a 
third shot, but which he did not 
identify at the time. 

Harry Silverman, proprietor of a 
restaurant and delicatessen store, who 
had apartments on the floor below the 
Appelbaums, corroborated Cohen’s tes- 
timony in regard to hearing someone 
running HNghtly down the hall and 
staircase, simultaneously with the re- 
port of the second shot and the closely 
following third. 

Had Attempted Suicide. 

It was Dallas Cunningham, a negro 
chauffeur for the Appelbaums when 
they Nved in Charlotte, who first told 
of the man’s attempts to commit suli- 
cide. He declared that on two oc- 
casions last September Appelbaum had 
threatened to kill himself with a pis- 
tol because his wife would not give 
him money. 

The negro declared that last Christ- 
mas Appelbaum took poison, and was 
only saved by the work of physicians. 

“I’ve tried to end it all, and you 
won't let me. Now you can be respon- 
sible for whatever I do,’ Appelbaum 
is quoted by the negro as saying to 
his wife when he had recovered from 
the effects of the poison. 

J. P. Lindsay, of Charlotte, a busi- 
ness partner, told of Appelbaum’s 
moody and morose nature. He also said 
that three times the man had made 
remarks about ending it all, and that 
he judged at the time that he meant 
to threaten suicide. 

“Mrs. Appelbaum treated him like a 
mother wouldan idiotic child,’ Lindsay 
stated in telling of the relations be- 
tween the couple. He added that they 
with each other, but that the 
man did most of the quarreling. 

Son Testifies for Mother. 

Claude Henderson, the young son of 
Mrs. Appelbaum, was next placed on 
the stand. He told of a visit to the 
couple in Charlotte last August, and 
also of her having been married to C. 
1). Henderson, his father, and later to 
J. M. Keller, the man who is said to 
have spent $20,000 in getting rid of 
her, and later to the slain man. 

Henderson declared that he did not 
know his mother was married to Ap- 
pelbaum until last August. He said 
he did not know when the marriage 
took place.

Washington, April 24.—A tariff com- 
mission with power to elicit informa- 
tion was urged, reasonable reduction 
of any duty obviously excessive was 
advocated, and radical reductians not 
founded on adequate information were 
opposed, in a minority report present- 
ed to the house today by Representa- 
tive Victor Murdock, of Kansas, pro- 
gressive member of the ways and 
means committee. 

Mr. Murdock in his report asserted 
that if there had been wanting proof 
of the necessity of a tariff commission,

the pending democratic tariff bill alone 
would supply it. He charged that as 
a result of the methods used in its 
preparation the few men who drafted 


it “are not warranted in feeling cer-% 


tain as to its effects, and most of 
those who have indorsed it in caucus 
as a party measure cannot have other 
than a superficial knowledge of its 
provisions. 

The democratic revision, he said, had 
been undertaken in defiance of a uni- 
versally popular demand that “the 
tariff should be revised scientifically, 
a schedule at a time, upon data that is 
not exparte, with full right of debate 
and amendment, without secrecy in 
caucus or committee, and without 
cloture in congress.” Thus, he said, 
was repeated the error which charac- 
terized the earlier stages of prepara- 
tion of the Payne-Aldrich tariff act. 

Mr. Murdock declared that the dem- 
ocratic party has proposed a _ tariff 
which would be injurious to many in- 
dustries, and might be destructive to 
some. 

“Under the guise of reducing the 
cost of living,’ he said, “it may de- 
stroy the very basis of our industrial 
prosperity. Proposing and promising 
to cheapen the food and clothing of 
the. working man, it may take from 
him the very means by which he may 
earn his livelihood. Proclaiming in 
one statement that it is cheapening 
the articles used by the farmer, in the 
next statement it opens the American 
market to foreign agricultural and 
dairy products. 

‘The progressive party’s position on 
the tariff is distinct. It does not be- 
lieve in the democratic version which 
proposes to remove all protection ex- 
cept that Incidental to revenue. It does 
not believe in the republican position 
which proposes to keep the duties pro- 
hibitive. It believes in a protective 
tariff which shall equalize the condi- 
tions of competition between the 
United States and foreign countries, 
both for labor and adequate standard 
of living. This would be a true com- 
petitive tariff. The progressive party
